unit in the 30 days before Aug. 
15, when the freeze began. 


It had been expected that the 


Rent Advisory Board would be 
made up of Price Commission 
members, but assistant White 
House press secretary Gerald 
L. Warren said Monday "it was 
felt a separate entity should be 
created ...." 


Except in the case of rent- 


controlled private property, all 
rents remain frozen. 


The rent panel will act in the 


capacity of adviser only, as 
Nixon's order stated, to "pro- 
vide advice concerning special 
considerations involved in the 
stabilization of rents.''

"I strongly urged him to veto 


the bill," Scott said after his 
meeting with Nixon.

The GOP leader quoted Nixon 


as saying he would wait until 
he saw the final form of the 
bill, which goes now to a 
House-Senate conference com- 
mittee, before deciding what to 
do about it.

wanted to arrange bail. 


As choking policemen 
and 


prisoners began exiting from 
the smoke-filled cell area, Mrs. 
Moore heard a scream. 


"Let me in!" she screamed. 


"Oh please, please, please let 
me to him. That's my son! Oh 
my God, that's my poor, poor 
son!" 


Minutes later she was told 


her son had died. 


When 
rescuers 
reached 


Moore's cell, they said they 
found 
the door sealed shut. 


Fireman Bob Hines said the 
heat from within the metal- 
walled cell had welded the lock- 
ing mechanism shut and 69 
frantic minutes passed before 
the men were able to spring it. 


When the door finally opened, 


Paige was alive. Moore was 
dead. 


Officers said they found eight 


burning mattresses piled atop 
one another in the center of the 
cell. 
Moore's 
body 
was 


sprawled beside them. 


Police Chief Melvin Colman 


said it was not immediately 
known how the fire began or 
who piled the matresses on the 
floor. 


Paige, two other prisoners, a 


policeman 
and 
one fireman 


were admitted to a hospital. 
Several persons were 
treated 


for smoke inhalation. 


Mrs. Moore was admitted for 


treatment for shock. 


It was not immediately deter- 


mined whether Moore died of 
burns or smoke inhalation. 


Witnesses Tell About 
Gunman Killing Five 


BALTIMORE (AP) - Wit- 


nesses say a gunman armed 
with two rifles and dressed in

fatigues 
yelled 
and 


laughed 
hysterically

moved through a paint brush 
factory 
on a 
fatal 
shooting 


spree. 


Five workers died. Three oth- 


er persons, including the al- 
leged assailant and a policeman, 
were wounded. 


Police gave this account of 


the Monday afternoon shootings 
at the PPG Industries plant: 


Raymond D. Ferrell-el, 30, 


failed to report for work Mon- 
day morning, his first absence 
in six months at the plant. But 
he appeared at the factory in 
the afternoon armed with a 30- 
30 carbine and a .30-caliber 
rifle. 


He walked through an admin- 


istrative building and a storage 
room to a 
"dipping room" 


where brush handles are paint- 
ed, and fired about a dozen, 
shots. They killed two mert| 
who, 
like Ferrell-el, worked as> 


dippers. Still firing, the gun- 
man 
returned 
to a storage 


room where police later found 
two other bodies. Another man 
shot in the shipping department 
died en route to a hospital. 


When Ferrell-el fled 
the 


building he fired several times 
at converging police. 
Patrol- 


man Kenneth Hayden, 24, was 
wounded in the left leg before 
two other officers shot Ferrell- 
el at least three times in the 
abdomen. 


Hayden was later treated and 


released at a hospital. Ferrell- 
el remained in critical condi- 
tion Monday night following 
surgery. 


Police said homicide charges 


would be filed against Ferrell- 
el, who formerly worked as a 
teachers' 
aide 
for 
the 
city- 


school system. 


"He was so interested in the 


children," recalled Beulah M. 
Caldwell, assistant principal at 
School 141. 


Ferrell-el's family told police 


he was a Vietnam veteran, but 
details of his military service 
were unavailable. 


Mrs. Caldwell and other asso- 


ciates said Ferrell-el did not 
speak with a foreign accent. 


"There was a day when I 


asked him about his name," 
Mrs. 
Caldwell remembered, 


"and he told me there was a 
long story to it and someday he 
would tell me." 


Police, unable to arrive at a 


motive for the rampage, were 
exploring possible parallels to a 
recent Hawaii Five O television 
segment involving a multiple 
slaying, said Dennis S. Hill, po- 
lice public information director.

nomination to the Senate floor. 


Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 


Mike Mansfield of Montana put 
the Butz nomination behind oth- 
er major pending 
legislation 


and aides said that means de- 
bate cannot, begin before early 
December. 


Anti-Butz strategists say they 


are hoping that delay will give 
them enough time to convert 
the narrow committee vote of 
approval into a defeat on the 
Senate floor. 


Sen. Robert Dole, R-Kan., the 


Republican national chairman, 
said he counts up to 30 votes 
against the nomination. He said 
he believes most of them will 
be cast for political reasons 
and that, as of now, Butz will 
be confirmed by the majority 
vote required. 


Opposition to Butz surfaced 


immediately after his nomi- 
nation by President Nixon to 
replace Clifford 
Hardin, who 


resigned earlier this month. 


At first, that opposition was 


based primarily on Butz' serv- 
ice under Benson as an assis- 
tant secretary of agriculture in 
the 1950s. But senators soon 
were reading many of Butz' 
speeches in the last 15 years, in 
which he advocated what his 
foes now call a "survival of the 
fittest" philosophy for family 
farmers.

LAUSANNE, 
Switzerland 


(AP) — Avery Brundage, presi- 
dent of the International Olym- 
pic Committee, warning that he 
will not let the Games become 
a "competition between manu- 
facturers," 
today 
announced 


appointment of a special watch- 
dog commission to enforce stri- 
ngent eligibility rules. 


In a letter to all 74 national 


Olympic committees, the 83- 
year-old Brundage told them it 
was their duty to make sure 
that the eligibility rules, which 
became effective last April 5, 
were observed. 


But he said that •'because of 


the alleged laxity of the Nation- 
al Olympic committees in the 
past, the IOC has appointed a 
special cuauni&>iun headed by 


Hugh 
Weir 
of 
Australia 
to 


make certain National Olympic 
Committees are fully aware of 
their responsibilities and that 
competitors who are riot eli- 
gible are not entered in the 
Games." 


Brundage made plain that the 


watchdog commission will have 
sweeping powers. 


"If charges are made against 


any competitor, they will be re- 
ferred to his National Olympic 
Committee and if any doubt ex- 
ist the commission will have 
the right to interrogate the 
competitor in question." 


A key section of the 
new 


eligibility rule "bars all those 
whose names or photographs 
have been used at any tune 
with commercial advertising," 
Brundage noted.

metabolism. In most cases it 
is likely related to decreased 
metabolism associated witn 
decreased levels of physica 
activity. Some women get 
bored about this time, too, 
particularly if the children 
are gone, and eat more than 
they realize out of boredom. 


People often scoff about 


the effects of decreased phy- 
sical activity, not realizing 
that it only takes a very little 
decrease in physical activity 
or a very little increase in 
calories to gradually gam a 
lot of weight. Just four level 
teaspoons (not rounded) of 
sugar a day for three years 
can 
account for over 20 


pounds of fat accumulation. 


Just decreasing the level 


of 
physical 
activity

amount equal to 20 minutes 
of walking a day will result 
in gaining 25 pounds in three 
years if the calories are not 
reduced. 


The problem most people 


have is being consistent- 
restricting their food every 
day 
or doing that 
little 


amount of exercise every 
day. The other problem is 
knowing which foods to limit 
in quantity. There are the 
foods that have a lot of cal- 
ories for a small bulk, speci- 
fically the sweets including 
sugar, the flours and flour 
products and the fats, oc- 
curring naturally or as part 
of food. A diet using lots of 
vegetables, fruit and lean 
meat, poultry or fish can 
be tolerated by most peo- 
ple and, if used consistently, 
will produce results.

Deadly Dust 


When bugs invaded bis field 


of honeydew melons, a fanner 
enlisted the services of a crop 
dusting company. The company 
promptly sent out a pilot to spray 
the fitld. Bill because of pm- ; 
vailing breezes, the deadly dust 
drifted 
to the beehives on a 


neighbor's farm. 


Bees languished and died by 


the thousands. Result: a damage 
suit filed against the crop dust- 
ing company by the fanner who 
owned the bees. 


In court, the company pro- 


tested that it could not be held 
responsible for the vaganei of 
the weather. Nevertheless, the 
court granted the fanner's claim. 
The court pointed out that the 
pilot, if he had been reasonably 
careful, would have foreseen the 
danger and delayed his spraying 
until the wind died down. 


Crop dusting zoomed in popu- 


larity after World War II. Surplus 
airplanes were available. So were 
surplus pilots. And so were new 
and potent insecticides. 


But, 
like many technological 


advances, this one has brought 
legal complications in its wake. 
Repeatedly, courts have held crop 
dusters responsible for failing to 
take reasonable precautions in 
their work. 


One pilot underestimated the 


carrying 
power 
of 
hi» spray 


equipment. Another pilot failed 
to give fair warning to a neigh- 
boring landowner. A third pilot 
disregarded the special charac- 
teristics of the chemical he WM 
using. In each case, a court 
found enough evidence of negli- 
gence to impose legal liability on 
the company. 


In fact, some courts have im- 


posed liability even if the pilot 
took all the usual safety precau- 


• tions before spraying. They «ay 


that, simply by using such dan- 
gerous stuff, the company auto- 
matically takes full responsibility 
for the consequences. 


Occasionally the plane itself, 


rather than the chemical, will 
cause harm. In one case, the 
sudden gunning of a crop duster's 
motor threw a flock of turkey* 
into panic. They hurled them- 
selves against a fence, with many 
of them perishing. 


Was this also the company^ 


fault? A court decided that it 
was indeed. The judge said the 
timidity of turkeys was so well 
known that the pilot thould have 
known what to expect.

Henderson, 51, is to testify in 


an effort to convince a jury of 
seven officers that he tried 
diligently to learn the truth 
about the infantry assault on 
the village but was frustrated 
by subordinates who deceived 
him. 


He is the lone officer, among 


13 once accused, to stand trial 
for allegedly covering up the 
killing of 175 to 400 unresisting 
villagers by American troops. 


The three charges—willfully 


failing to conduct a proper in- 
vestigation, failing to report 
"incidents and acts thought or 
alleged to be war crimes" and 
lying under oath—carry a max- 
imum penalty of 39 months in 
prison. 


Henderson, a highly deco- 


rated officer, was the com- 
mander of the Hth Brigade of 
the Americal Division, which 
swept 
through My 
Lai 
on 


March 16, 1968. 


After-action reports listed 128 


Viet 
Cong killed 
in

battle, along with 20 noncomba- 
lants inadvertently trapped in 
artillery and helicopter gunship 
fire. 


One of the pilots flying cover 


for the troops returned to his 
base complaining that soldiers 
had shot into groups of huddled 
civilians and that he had had 
an argument with an American 
lieutenant whose troops were 
advancing on a batch of civil- 
ians. 


The pilot's commanders testi- 


fied they relayed this story to 
Brig. Gen. George H. Young 
Jr., the Americal Division's as- 
sistant commander, and said 
Young ordered Henderson to 
conduct an investigation.

WASHINGTON ( A P ) - A 


two-star general and four other 
high-ranking officers have been 
told they will be demoted or 
reprimanded as a result of the 
most devastating attack on a 
U.S. firebase during the Viet- 
nam war, it has been learned. 


The five, including Maj. Gen. 


James L. Baldwin, former com- 
mander of the ill-starred Amer- 
ical Division, received letters 
three weeks ago notifying them 
of the proposed administrative 
action approved by Army Sec- 
retary Robert F. Froehlke. 


Each was given 60 days to 


present evidence that could 
change the secretary's mind re- 
garding the punishment, which 
does not require trial by court- 
martial. 


The Army refused comment 


until final action on the case is 
completed. 


Pentagon 
sources 
said 


Froehlke acted on recommen- 
dation of Gen. William C. West- 
moreland, Army chief of staff 
and former commander of all 
U.S. forces in Vietnam. 


The incident has been under 


investigation since March 28, 
when enemy sappers attacked 
Firebase Mary Ann, killing 33 
Americans and wounding 76. 


The 
sources 
said 
West- 


moreland 
recommended 
that 


Baldwin be reprimanded and 
demoted to brigadier general. 
But Froehlke the sources said, 
overruled 
Westmoreland and 


decided that a reprimand, nor- 
mally a bar to further promo- 
tion, would be sufficient. 


Baldwin, 50, was relieved of 


command of the division last 
July and reassigned to a desk 
job in the office of the deputy 
chief of staff for logistics at the 
Pentagon. 


The informant said the Army 


investigation cited Baldwin for 
"failure to insure that adequate 
defense measures were taken" 
around Firebase Mary Ann, a 
battalion headquarters of the 
Americal's 196th Infantry Bri- 
gade 25 miles west of Chu Lai 
division headquarters. 


Some officers and enlisted 


men claimed after the attack 
that the base's defenses were 
lax and the troops were not 
prepared for an enemy assault. 


A native of Omaha, Neb., 


Baldwin entered the Army as 
an enlisted man with the Kan- 
sas National Guard 31 years 
ago. 


The letters notifying Baldwin 


and the others of the proposed 
punishment were signed by the 
Army adjutant general and is- 
sued "with the concurrence" of 
Froehlke, the sources said. 


Similar administrative pun- 


ishment was carried out earlier 
this year against another for- 
mer 
Americal 
commander, 


Maj. Gen. Samuel W. Koster, 
and his former assistant, Brig. 
Gen. George H. Young Jr. Both 
were accused of failing to prop- 
erly investigate the 196* My Lai 
massacre. 


U.S. Abandons 3 Pakistan

Court Gives 
Legal Means 
to Women

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court has given wom- 
en the legal means to attack— 
and knock down—any law that 
draws an "arbitrary" line be- 
tween the sexes. 


A unanimous decision Mon- 


day written by Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger was the first 
by the court to grant women 
the "equal protection" the 14th 
Amendment 
has 
afforded 


blacks. 


Some proponents of women's 


rights wanted the court to go 
further—to declare any legal 
distinction between the sexes 
unconstitutional. 


The court did not do that in 


invalidating an Idaho law that 
gave 
men 
preference 
over 


women in being named to ad- 
minister estates. 


But under the decision, if a 


state legislature decides to 
treat women differently from 
men it will have to come up 
with an "objective" reason. 
And 
that, 
qualified 
legal 


sources said, may be very diffi- 
cult to do to the satisfaction of 
the court. 


The ruling came on an appeal 


by Sally Reed of Boise, backed 
by the American Civil Liberties 
Union Foundation. She and her 
estranged husband, Cecil Reed, 
had vied for the right to admin- 
ister the $1,000 estate of their 
adopted son, Richard. 


State courts, using Idaho law, 


chose Reed without any show- 
ing that he would be better at 
the job than Mrs. Reed. 


Burger wrote that "to give a 


mandatory preference to mem- 
bers of either sex over mem- 
bers of the other ... is to make 
the very kind of arbitrary legis- 
lative choice forbidden by the 
equal protection clause." 


The 14th Amendment was ra- 


tified in 1868 as part of the legal 
process designed to ensure that 
the states did not override the 
rights of newly freed Negroes. 
The 
court 
has 
used 
it 


frequently to strike at racial 
discrimination. 


Melvin Wulf, ACLU legal di- 


rector, said he was "moder- 
ately pleased" with the ruling 
though he would have preferred 
winning the case on broader 
grounds. 


The ACLU's objective, 
he 


official said "as a practical 
matter the focus now is on" the 
U.N. debate. 


The United States has never 


opposed directly a fullscale 
U.N. debate on the Mideast, but 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers and other U.S. spokes- 
men have shown a clear dis- 
taste fo such public displays 
and have favored quiet diplo- 
macy. 


U.S. policy has aimed 
at 


reaching peace through the re- 
opening of the Suez Canal while 
increasing American influence 
in the Arab world and still 
maintaining basic support for 
Israel.

cleared the House last month 
265 to 87. Ervin, a chief foe, 
said the Supreme Court ruling 
proved an amendment was not 
needed.

The Pakistanis charged that

Pakistan's delegation to the 


United Nations said it was con- 
sidering calling for an emer- 
gency session of the Security 
Council.
